This disturbance will shake up tha

Thejjoonditions are more favorable to 


earthquakes than to destructive storms 
and therefore, as this is not an earth- 
quake country, we will probably not 
feel the shock, when during the first 
half of July, our earth is relieved of its 
overcharge of electricity. 


There are two dates near which the 


principal disturbance of July may be 
expected, and this storm disturbance 
period, 1st to 3d of July, is one of 
them. 


The warm wave will cross the west of 


the Eockies country about the 29th, the 
Great Central Valleys July 1st, and 
the Eastern States July 3d. 


The cool wave will cross the west of 


the Bockies country about July 2d, the 
Great Central Valleys July 4th and the 
Eastern States July 6th. 


My next bulletin will contain a gen- 


eral forecast of temperatuie and rain- 
fall for July, and as the weather of that 
month very largely determines the 
corn crop, the next bulletin will be of 
more than usual importance. 


These bulletins scored a great vic- 


tory in predicting April and May 
heavy raius we=t of the Missouri and 
drouth east of the Mississippi. The 
aains and drouths were not universal 
in these two sections, but the spring 
drouth largely and unmistakably took 
possession of the Ohio JValley, lower 
lakes and North Atlantic States, while 
heavy rains prevailed in nearly all of 
the Missouri Valley and east of the 
Eockies arid country.
